How  I  Write  My  Weekly  Theme 


^^-^^Y  weekly  theme  gives  me  as  much  troiil)le 
1£  £  as  the  extraction  of  a  ■n-orrisome  tooth, 
aud,  like  the  tooth,  it  lias  got  to  come  out 
sooner  or  later.  It  would  be  much  easier  if  I  were  to 
march  right  up  to  the  pen  and  paper  and  have  it  over 
with.  The  o1)jection  to  this  method,  however,  is  that 
I  cannot  write  until  I  am  literally  forced  to  do  so. 

If  on  Monday  I  am  assigned  a  theme  for  Friday, 
I  invariably  wait  until  Thursday  night  to  begin. 
Then  if  I  do  not  succeed  in  devising  one,  I  plead 
' '  lack  of  time. ' '  I  have  no  doubt  but  that  if  I  were 
assigned  a  theme  a  month  ahead  of  time  my  excuse 
would  be  the  same — unless,  of  course,  I  should  in- 
vent a  different  one  in  the  mean  while. 

But  as  to  the  writing  of  the  theme.  I  get  my  pen, 
preferably  new,  inkstand,  and  paper ;  and,  sad  to  re- 
late, that  is  as  far  as  I  do  get.  When  I  am  seated 
comfortably  within  hearing  distance  of  the  phone, 
I  rub  my  hands  together  in  joyful  anticipation  of — 
I  know  not  what ;  possibly  that  I  am  about  to  accom- 
plish a  great  work.  Then  I  strike  an  attitude  re- 
sembling that  which  you  have,  no  doubt,  seen  in  jjic- 
tures  of  f/reat  authors  at  their  desks — pen  in  hand. 


hand  on  l:)row,  and  mind,  judging  from  the  look  on 
their  face,  as  Itlank  as  the  paper  before  them. 

Then  for  my  subject.  Thinking,  with  me,  involves 
a  relaxed  position;  so  I  "slump"  down  comfortably 
in  my  chair  and  take  careful  aim  with  my  pen,  ready 
to  jot  down  the  first  idea  that  occurs  to  me.  I  rack 
my  In-ain  diligently ;  yet  find  one,  I  cannot.  A  story 
has  been  told  that  Alfred  Tennyson  suifered  from 
the  same  lamentable  condition.  It  seems  that  in  a 
letter  to  a  friend  Mrs.  Tennyson  writes:  "My  Dear 
Delia:  Can't  j'ou  suggest  something  for  poor,  dear 
Alfred  to  write  onf  Once  he  has  a  title  suggested 
to  him,  there  is  no  difficulty  in  his  turning  out  a  mag- 
nificent work,  as  you  know.  However,  my  ideas  are 
all  exhausted  and  we  are  in  despair."  So  I  smile 
and  console  myself  with  the  thought  that  I  possess 
at  least  one  quality  of  a  genius — that  I  cannot  think 
of  a  subject — and  I  am  proud  of  it. 

Finally  I  persuade  myself  to  write  without  a  sub- 
ject, and  then  comes  the  desperate  struggle  for  ideas. 
Something  like  a  flock  of  wild  ducks  then  swoop  down 
on  me,  and  at  the  first  shot  of  the  said  pen  they  scat- 
ter promptly.    I  have  often  wondered  if  there  is  a 


resting  place  for  flowu  ideas.  That,  however,  has  no 
connection  with  this  tlienie.  Gradually  they  return 
when  I  am  almost  discouraged,  and  the  next  diffi- 
culty is  the  selection  of  the  more  suitable  ones.  I 
find  I  cannot  describe  a  recent  snow  scene  without 
bringing  in  the  fall  of  an  exceedingly  fat  lady,  that 
being  naturally  connected  with  my  idea  of  the  scene.

est nigger,  then  ax  him  is  he  drunk  it. ' ' 

On  my  return  T  find  I  have  exactly  fifteen  min- 
utes in  which  t(i  lieln  cat  the  articles,  wash  my  hands, 
hud  ink,  and  write  my  theme — leaving,  I  think,  about 
four  minutes  in  which  to  "select  ideas,  arrange  them 
logically,  and  cduuect  them  well."  Writing  hur- 
riedly. I  jot  ddwn  something  any  self-respecting 
Subfreshman  would  lie  ashamed  of,  thanking  Provi- 
dence the  while  that  a  wicked  girl  has  talked,  and, 
therefore,  invoked  a  lecture  from  a  well-known  and 
highly  honored  official.
